Voters in the Porterville Union 
High School and College district 
are being urged by Robert C.

However, we feel 
that a good turn-out of voters will 
result in passage of bonds and put 
an_.end to the contjnual building 
program emergency that faces 
trustees of the high school and 
college district.”

Water is the No. 1 problem of 
the state of California in the 
opinion of ‘“‘Abe” Lincoln, of Oak- 
land, speaker of the California As- 
sembly, who spoke Tuesday noon 
at a Porterville Rotary club meet- 
ing. 

“We can’t stop the people who 
are coming to California’, he said. 
“We will have serious trouble if 
we do not solve our water prob- 
lems.” 

Mr. Lincoln pointed out that 
state surveys, checked by a private 
engineering firm, shows that Cali- 
fornia has sufficient water to 
serve a population of 50 million 
people. Problem is that 80 per 
cent of California water is in the 
northern part of the state where 
only 20 per cent of the population 
is located, while 80 per cent of the 
people and only 20 per cent of the 
water is in southern California.

Good 
enough’ to save your life in an 
emergency? Did you know that 
nearly one-fourth of the ears in- 
spected in one safety check were 
in need of servicing

with the best in brakes, automobile 
owners don’t always keep them in 
first-class condition” (in one na- 
tionwide check of more than 1,- 
000,000 vehicles more than 250,000 
were reported as unsafe). 

How can you tell if your brakes 


~are working properly? The best 


way, according to 
American Brake- 
blok, which pro- 
duces brake lin- 
ings for U.S. cars 
and trucks, is to 
have them in- 
spected periodi- 
cally by a good 
: mechanic, You can 
get a quick idea if they need work 
by checking the speed with which 
you can stop your car. 

For example, a car with perfect 
brakes and tires, traveling at 40 
miles an hour, will go about 75 
feet before even a fast-acting driv- 
er can bring it to a complete stop. 
If it’s traveling at 60 miles an 
hour it will go 160 feet from the 
time the driver decides to put on 
the brake until the instant the car 
stops. 

Brake shoe engineers today of- 
fered the following suggestions 
for braking your car: 

1. Look well ahead when you’re 
driving, to anticipate braking sit- 
uations as they arise. 

2. Slow down when approaching 
red lights. Don’t speed up to inter- 
sections and then jam on the 
brakes. 

3. Shift into second when going 
down hill—or into first if the hill 
is unusually steep. It’s safer, and 
saves brake wear and tear. 

4. If there’s too much play in 
your brake pedal—if it goes down 
farther than it should—get your 
brakes checked immediately. If it 
goes down all the way to the floor, 
better stop at the first garage. 

5. If relining is necessary, get 
the best available. Don’t take 
chances.
